Duties of Curling 
Rink Personnel 


A SUFGRIOR GENTEMAN 

The Third Player—lhis gentleman 
is in a class by himself, always. He 
vould skip the rink, in fact, he could 
always skip it better than the skip 
doing the job now. He assumes an 
air of superiority over all leads and 
seconds, and one of mere candenscen- 
sion to the skip. 

He does the remaining ten percent 
of the sweeping. He holds tue broom 
for the skip to shoot at, and invariably 
tells the skip that tie should have 
tried the shot, he the third man, had 
picked out, and not the one he, the 
skip, had just missed, 

He is the person who uses tie 
chalk to mark up the points made 
by his rink (if any). He gives the skip 
an occasional cigarette, lends him 
a mate, and gves him a lot of un- 
solicitated advice and generally em- 
barrasses and befuddles the skip 
as much as possible, so when the ganie 
is lost he can say with some apparent 
justification that he should de 

skipping; 

: The ‘highest compliment yh can 
pay a third man js to tell him that 
he should be skip; They admit it, al- 
ways, but labor on with an air of 
matyrdom in the good of tii2 cause. 
His principle qualification is being 
able to suggest what brand the lead 
should purchase, and is expected to 
be very chooosy and see to it that 
nothing but the best grades in the 
largest bottles are procured. 

He, on occasion, can offer faint 
words of praise if the skip, by su- 
perhuman effort, has managed to 
pull the end out of a mess. He 
never no yever, admits that his rocks 
have been misplayed by himself, His 
work is always perfeetion. If there 
has been a lapse, it is the fault of 
the sweepers, or gross misjudgement 
on the part of the skip, 

A GREAT MAN 

The Skip—He is the gentleman 
sportsman who gets up the rink, often 
sacrificing valuable time to the in- 
terest and entertainment of the other 
three curlers who make up his crew. 
He does none of the sweeping. He 
merely holds the broom and his own 
temper wiille the rest of the rink 
miss the one and strain the other. He 
is supposed to be experienced and 
must make all the decisions. He must 
keep a stiff upper lip and not hlush 
when he overhears the rest of hit 
rink giving tis character reading to 
various onlookers. 

If, in case of pure accident, the 
rest of his rink has fallen down 
badly, he must assume great cheer- 
fulnees and endeavor to rake the 
game out from under defeat. His 
chief delight, and happiest expecta- 
tion, is to have the privilege of pul» 
ting on guards with both his rocks 
This privilege, however, is always 
denied him, He has to knock out the 
ehots when he can only see an eya 
brow. He must draw to the button 
by fractjons of inches, He must 
play a runner with one shot and a 
draw: with the next, He must take 
out four stones with one shot, then 
lay on the button and generally maka 
himself vseful—all the time knowing 
that if he wins, his rink gets tha 
credit, and if he loses, he alone ‘beaxs 
the blame, 

He must have the patience of Job 
and the aggressiveness of Napoleon, 
But he must never complain or he'll 
be classed as a poor sport, Lit 
with him is just one crisis after an- 
other.
